HONOR TO JOHN MORGAN. 


The Southern Commercial Congress will 
today dedicate a large part of its session to 
the commemoration of the late Senator John 
T. Morgan, of Alabama. ‘The celebration is 
an eminently just and appropriate one. 

When the full history of the Panama 
canal shall be written the name of Morgan 
-will loom large. It is true that the rugged 
and aggressive senator fought the Panama 
route almost to the day of his death. He 
believed the Nicaraguan route the better

But it is to his persistent and intelligent 
advocacy of an isthmian canal that we owe 
the final crystallization of public sentiment 
in that direction.

England must keep pace. That in turn means 
that the United States must keep pace. and 
along with it every other power that figures 
in world counsels. Our own attitude is re- 
flected in the propaganda for a three battle- 
ship program this year. If we are to kecp 
even approximately in step with the rest of 
the world it is hard to see how we are to 
avoid this extension. 

It is unfortunate that Germany aid not 
follow the lead of England. Courage was re- 
quired on Churchill's part to advance such a 
suggestion. He must have known it could 
easily have been construed as an admission 


of financial weakness and have been hurtful 
to England. Whether the kalser’s policy was 


actuated by prudence or fostered by the 
Krupp trust is immaterial. The main thing 
is that for the present at least Wilhelm has 
aligned himself against what may be termed 
official peace. 

This development should not, however, 
hold discouragement fer those pushing the 
peace propaganda. At the last analysis the 
initiative that counts in this matter will 
come, not from governments, but from the 
great body of the people the world over. 
Once the sentiment of thinking men, in 
Germany, England, America, France or Rus- 
sia, see the enormous cost of increasing 
armaments, realizes who pays the bills and 
understands what could otherwise be done 
with the money, we will soon witness an 
about-face on part of governments. 

Indications multiply that awakening to 
these facts is becoming world-wide. Peace 
sentiment may make way slowly and without 
noise, but it is being molded by the sort of 
agencies that are irresistible, once they are 
crystallized.

4A STUDY IN CORN AS IT 
AFFECTS GEORGIA 


Since the day Jacob sent his sons down 
to Egypt to obtain a supply of corn, that 
cereal has not been so much talked about 
- as within the past 
three years. It is now 
tthe theme of almost 
every tongue. 

The discussion of the 
subject. however, -will 
not end in all talk. 
This has already been 
assured. There are, of 
course, extreme views 
on this subject as on 
all other subjects. In 
the fullness of time, 
the happy mean will 
assert itself and all 
will be well 

The corn crop has 
always been held in 
high appreciation in 
~ Georgia. Corn has 
been planted each year, to the fullest extent 
possible, untoward conditions considered. 

When discussing the course pursued by 
Georgia and other cotton states In the mat- 
ter of a smaller corn acreage than would 
seem to be wise, and a larger cotton acreage 
than would seem to be prudent, the condi- 
tions referred to must not be lost sight of. 

Four decades ago, Georgia united with 
her sister southern states in producing more 
than one-third the corn.crop of the whole 
union. While working out that result, the 
south lived at home, prospered gloriously 
and made her cotton a surplus money crop. 

Oh, that was long ago, someone exclaims! 
True. It is also true that the farming meth- 
ods of those days, measured by actual re- 
sults, have yet to be surpassed, if, indeed, 
duplicated. 1f one be desirous to understand 
in its broadest-and truest sense the word 
“diversification,” one must study the methods 
and results of that period. 

So much by way of introduction to a 
study in corn under existing conditions. 

In 1912, there were seven counties in this 
State that produced over one million bushels 
of corn, each. The quantity ranged from 
1,030,000 to 1,340,000 bushels. 

In average yield per acre, a matter of 
prime impcrtance, those counties ranked as 
follows: Bulloch, Decatur, Mitchell, Emanuel, 
Laurens, Burke and.Washington. 

Here is_a table on which rests a batch 
of facts pertinent to this study:

It will be observed that Bulloch, with 
only a moderately lIlberal application of 
high-grade fertillzer per acre, made the 
largest yield per acre. 

Bulloch's average yield per acre was 
greater by 24.4 per cent than that of the 
two counties next her in point of rank; 


Sreater by 36.2 per cent than that of the 
next two counties; greater by 57.3 per cent 
than that of the next two counties. 

But for the fact that {t 1s not the purpose 
of the writer to institute invidious comparl- 
sons, the difference in “he yield per acre 
could be made more striking by giving fig- 
ures on the basis 1,000 acres in each of the 
respective counties and the money value of 
the crop. 

Bulloch and Decatur led in average yleld 
per acre. In the former only 39.5 per cent of 
farms were operated by tenants; In the lat- 
ter, only 43.3 per cent were operated by 
tenants. 

Bulloch and Decatur nad each moré live 
Stock than either of the other counties. 

In the counties which made the smaller 
average yield per acre, with the exception of 
Emanuel, tenants were in charge of a large 
per centum of the farms, 

In Burke county a iarger quantity of 
fertilizer was used per acre than in Bulloch 
county, but Burke's average yield of corn 
per acre was 7.8 bushels less than that of 
Bulloch. Note this fact: In Burke 82.8 per 
cent of farms were operated by tenants; In 
Bulloch, as previously stated, only 39.5 per 
cent. - 

Farmers who worked their own farms, in 
the counties named, each used from 300 to 
350 pounds of high-grade fertilizer per acre, 
and thelr average vield of corn per acre 
ranged from 85 to 50 bushels, 

The question may be asked, why was it 
necessary that commercial fertilizer should 
be so exclusively used? The answer is, that 
wherever high-grade commercial fertilizer, 
adapted to the crops desired to be produced, 
is intelligently, 1. e, Iberally applied, re- 
munerative results are invariably won. 

Why not stable manure? Because it is 
not available in sufficient quantity. 

It is a fact that if all the excrement from 
all the milk cows, horses and mules in Geor- 
gia, in 1912, had been carefully husbanded, 
there would have been just enough to have 
applied one and four-fifths tons per acre to 
the entire acreage planted in corn and sown 
in oats and wheat that year. In the matter of 
plant food, that would have practically rep- 
resented less than two sacks of 10-22 
goods, of 200 pounds each, per acre. 

Every pound of farm manure should be 
saved and judiciously used in upbuilding the 
soil When one speaks of using stable 
manure, one contemplates an application of 
ten to twenty tong per acre, 


the soil, good seed and systematic cultiva- 
tion are essential to profitable crop produc- 
tion, but these three factors, great and im- 
portant as they are, will be “as sounding 
brass and a tinkling cymbal” without a lib- 
eral use of high-grade fertilizer to every 
acre proposed to be cultivated. 

Bear in mind the fact that the tenant, 
left to his own counsels and his own re- 
sources, is the man who discounts the possi-

Tom Paine, the English author and lib- 
eval thinker, as a writer is well known to 
Americans, and the good service he con- 
tributed to our country during the revo- 
lution is fully appreciated. Little, how- 
ever, {sg known of much of the life of Paine 
avroad, and especially during his residence 
in France. 

When Paine was indicted for treason in 
England he escaped to France and the first 
years he spent in that cotntry form a cur- 
locus episode in his life. The Encyclopedia 
Britannica says “He incurred the suspicion 
of Robespierre, was thrown into prison. and 
escaped the guillotine by an accident.” What 
was this accidtnt? Appleton says that he 
was saved from execution by the efforts 
ef John Adams. 

The story as told by Carlyle as to the 
“accident” is that when the turnkey, who 
visited the cells of the prisoners to mark 
these for execution the next day, Paine’s 
cuter door happened to be open, turned back 
on the wall The turnkey marked it on the 
side next him, and hurried on; another 
turnkey came and shut it. No chalk mark 
was now visible and the executions went 
without Paine. 

Sampson Perry. a Journalist, who was 
also condemned, and had a cell adjoining 
Paine, said that the door of his and Palne’s 
cell swung on a swivel, which, by the least 
motion, would turn any way. It was a cus- 
tom to mark with red chalk the cells of 
those who were to be executed, and the 
turnkeys went round to seize them. The 
turnkey accidentally let Perry's cell door 
swing back, the red mark was concealed and 
his cell passed unnoticed. Later in the day 
the turnkey came around again, was aston- 
ished to find Paine and Perry there, but 
before he could take any steps he was shot 
by an infuriated mob, who had burst open 
the prison and liberated the captives just as 
Kobespierre was being led to the scaffold. 

Carlyle apparently toned down Perry's 
account, but even his reduced version is 
a tissue of absurdities, No chalking of the 
doors is mentioned by any other prisoner. 
‘he Luxembourg and other buildings wers 
merely “houses of detention” and prisoners 
were never taken from them to the scaffold. 

Had Robespierre lived, Paine. in all like- 
lthood, would have perished. His “miracu- 
lcus escape,” however, as Perry styles It. is 
ike that of the numerous persons who

Paine’s own account of his escape is ‘o 
be found in the preface to the second part 
of his “Age of Reason.” He relates how at 
three, on New Year’s morning. in 1794, ne 
‘as arrested and taken to the Luxembourg: 
how on the way he contrived to call on 
Joel Barlow, how he was kindly treated by 
the keeper, Benoit, who, however, was so in 
superseded, and how, on January 27, the 
American residents went in a body- to the 
eonvention to solicit his release, but were 
told that he was an Englishman by birth 

“About two months before the fall of 
Robespierre,” he wrote, “I was scized with a 
fever that in its progress had every symp- 
tom of becoming mortal. I have some rea- 
scn to belleve that this illness preseri«d 
™my own existence. From what cause it wis 
that the intention of Robesplerre was not 
put in execution I know not, and cannot in- 
form myself.” 

Illness, however, was no protection from 
the. guillotihe, but how is it that Paine, 
who in October, 1795, attributed his escap+ 
to this cause, afterward gave a variation of 
Perry's story? In a pamphlet published by 
him in 1802 he says: 

“When persons by scores and by fhun- 
dreds were to be taken out of thé prison 
fcr the guillotine, it was always. done in 
the night, and those who performed that 
.offtce had a private mark or signal br 
which they knew what rooms to go to and 
what. number to take- We, as I have said. 
were four, and the door of oyr room was 
marked, unobserved by us, with that num- 
ber in chalk, but It happened, if ‘happen- 
ing’ is the proper word, that the mark was 
put on when the door was open and there- 
by came on the outside when ~we shut it 
at night, and the destroying angel passed 
by it'* 

The story of the door-chalking is no 
doubt fictitious. Even if there had been, 
Paine, on escaping in this way, would 
scarcely have been left undisturbed for three 
weeks. Paine's version is even more absurd 
than Perry's, for Perry dates the escape on 
the eve of Robespierre’s fall when twenty- 
feur hours’ delay meant deliverance, where- 
a» Paine dates it at a time when a day's de- 
lay would have been unavailing. One asks 
In vain why Paine, after publishing at the 
time a true account of his imprisonment 
fave, in after years, this utterly untrue ac-

TOBACCO

Tobacco is a weed which is

pertions of the United States and else- 
where, and is totally consumed by fire later 
on, there belng no insurance. 

In fact, three-quarters of the arson in 
the world is committed upon tobacco. Every 
day a milflon dollars of tobacco goes up in 
smoke, and yet no effort is made to treat it 
with asbestos or to make.it fireproof in any 
particular. Many substitutes for tobacco are 
often used, such as rope, cabbage, excelsior, 
tar paper, jute bagging and twine, but un- 
fortunately the substitutes burn- as readily 
ae the tobacco. 

In fact, this is even more unfortunate 
than the inflammability of tobacco itself. 

Tobacco is grown in the warm sunshine 
and consists of large bunches of flat, broad 
leaves which absorb the sald sunshine and 
convert it Into’ nicotine, a deadly poison 
which Is said to be able to kill a man at 
forty paces if it cared to. When the to- 
bacco is ripe it is chopped off and dried in 
bundles, after which it {s made into cigars, 
torches, fumigators, plug cut, cigarettes, 
snuff and other contagious articles. 

Tobacco was first used by the Indians 
and was discovered by Sir Walter Raleign, 
who made seegars out of it and used them to 
divert his mind from his seasickness on his 
way back to England. When Sir Walter 
lighted up his first cigar in England and 
began blowing double rings of dense smoke 
through his mouth and nose and ears his 
servant threw a pail of water over him and 
culled out the fire department. This method 
ef breaking the cigar habit is not in vogue 
today. 

Tobacco can be smoked, chewed, inhaled 
or eaten with equally distressing effects 
upon those who do not use it. Most boys 
begin the use of tobacco at the age of ten 
end continue until their fathers. discover 
the fact—after which they discontinue the 
custom until they are too large to thrash. 
Tobacco reddily becomes @ habit and fast- 
ens talons of steel upon its victims, who 
will sometimes sell their vote or their eyer- 
lasting friendship for a good cigar., 

There are many kinds of tobacco. Some 
Kinds will remove the lining of the throat 
neatly in a few minutes, while other kinas 
cost a King’s ransom and smoke like rari-
